BARLEY VARIETIES IN 1945 

During the past. summer, Line 
Elevator agents throughout the 
Prairie Provinces were asked to 
estimate the percentage of the 
total barley acreage, in their own 
districts, occupied by different 
varieties. Reports, herein sum- 
marized, were received from 1,96] 
grain. buyers. 

Manitoba — 

In Manitoba, last year, 32.6% ol 
the barley acreage was seeded to 
Plush, 28.1% to O.A.C. No. 21, 
12.1% to Gartons, 9.7% to Wiscon- 
sin, 8.4% to Sanalta, and 9.1% to 
other varieties. The recommended 
varieties, O.A.C. No. 21, Mensury, 
Plush, Wisconsin, Sanalta and Rex 
accounted for 84.2%. 

Saskatchewan 

O.A.C. No. 21, the leading variety 
in Saskatchewan, occupied 27% of 
the acreage, and was followed by 
Plush, 13.8%; Hannchen, 13.7%; 
Prospect, 12.7%; Regal, 9.2%; 
Trebi, 9.1%; Rex, 7.4%; and other 
varjeties, 7.1%. Varieties recom- 
mended for Saskatchewan last year.

MADAGASCAR TO VIKING

Peter Stolee is a brother of Rev. 
Jacob Stolee, who for several years 
was pastor of the Lutheran church 
at Viking, but now at Birch Hills, 
Sask. : 

Madagascar is a French colony 
and during the Vichy regime was 
heavily blockaded, consequently 
tne missionaries and natives suf- 
fered from a scarcity of food and 
clothing.
